The race was 
run in 15 minutes. Altogether it was a great success; the weather was 
beantiful—a bright sun, tempered by a fresh breeze ; the arrangements excel- 
lent A kiosk twas erected for the Viceroy, and a. grand stand for the 
Europeans ; paltot was provyded of 25 tables, each of six covers, besides the 
private table for his Highness and his guests, all at the Viceroy’s expense. At

mingham. He is the smallest 
man who ever became Cham- 
jon, and gained his first belt 
fondars on the 18th of June, 
1861, the anniversary of the 
memorable battle of Water- 
_ loo. Thus he is proud in two- 
fold form of the English 
gladiators’ guerdon, which he 
views with as much interest 
ad the ephod or girdle of the 
Hebrews. For a lengthened 
erlod he was host of the 
sb ae le aes pale 
ane oreditch—Joe Hoiles, 
the Spider's well-remembered. SN \.

On his right hand is Ben 
Sexton, of Warwick. In the 
game of “ skittles,” properly 
no-called, Ben Sexton is con- 
sidered, and no doubt is, the 
champion of “ heavy ball” 
play. He stands 5ft 8in, 
and 1g 27 years of age; he 
kas reduced even “ Knock-'em-Downs,” vulgur—vulgar as it may appear to be 
~—to a saience. Nocountryman, as his comrades say, has a chance with “ Ben," 
and never has he met anyone who could master him fairly. His greatest 
match was with Jem Hunter, when they played for £60, at Lynn, 
in Norfolk. This great match lasted three days, and Sexton won 
by two chalks, the ball being. 11lb, It was a grand trial of skill, 
and the long duration of the match will be best explained by stating 
the fact that, at one stretch, 73 floorers by each were scored. There- 
fore, Ben Sexton is the “decided Champion” at the heavy ball, for he van- 
quished the celebrated London Champion, William Toogood, in a 11b hall 
match. by five chalks, In a match with the 4lb ball, Toogood turned the 
tables by scoring 20 chalks out of 21; and also in their contest in 1862, Toogood 
was even victorious in a match for $100, the ball Lea confined to $b, which 
came off at the Hand-in-Hand, Frog-lane, Tulydon, the Cockney winning by 
five chalks. Sexton has defeated ‘all comers” in the provinces, and, despite 
Toogood, is a Champion of the “ heavy-weighted" ball. and as opponents and, 
illustrators of sport and sporting matters, we are pleased to see him form one 
of the important gronp now before t.e reader. In connection with the subject 
of sxittles we may here remark that wo shall speedily give sketch of his 
noted rival Guellimus Toogood, who, in his 53rd year, ia unquestionably the 
evergreen Champion of the light-ball skittle play. 

Last, but not least, we have a correct delineation of Briarron, whose career 
in the pedestrian world has always been coupled with marked interest. He, 
like Jackson, the American Deer, is Norwich bred, is placed on Mace's left 
hand, und looks all over like “showing the way.”
